It is gratifyving
to see that four out of the nine Chlef
Justices admit that the Constitution of
the United States recognizes the right
of Suflmage in women. One of them
{Justice Bradley) decluring “that o citi-
zen of the United States has o perfect
Constitutional right to go to or reside
in any Stste, and to claim eltizenship
therein; and the whole power of the ns-
tion Is pladged o sustain that citizen io
the exercise of that right. That & ¢iti-
Zen is not bound to cringe o any supe-
rlor, or to party, for any act of gruce as a
means of enjoying all the rights and
privileges enjoyed by any other citi-
zen." Let us ask why this is so, and
we will see that, according to our Con-
stitution, all citizens are onan equality;
g0 that no citizen, as n citizen, enn be
superior to any other.

Therefore, no citizen has o right Lo de-
bar another from exercising and enjoy-
ing the same rights amnd privileges that
he or she enjoys. Hence, when the col-
ored race was ralsed from a state of

nation, not all the forees of the nation
combined could Constitutionally have
prevented them—both men and women
—from voting; for in the act of enfran-
